1 . Claims 1 - 1 0 are allowed. 

2. Claim 1 is allowable because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails 
to disclose or render obvious a method for retrieving a metallic paint color of an approximate 
color, comprising a step of retrieving a metallic paint color of an approximate color by applying 
approximate color computation for computing a color difference only to a metallic paint color 
having the same color classification, in combination with the rest of the limitations of said claim. 

3. Claims 2-10 are allowable because they are dependent on independent claim 1 or an 
intermediate claim.
